Tout of every 10 pedestrian traffic fatalities

There seems to be no getting away 
from the problems and issues of to- 
day even in the books where you 
least expect to find them. You may 
think you are going to read an “es- 
cape” book but more often than not 
it brings you smack into some pre- 
sent day problem. Take Sue San- 
ders’ “The Common Herd,” a book 
that gives one of the best accounts 
of that last frontier, the Dust Bowl 
country. Sue Sanders gives you life 
in the raw with no garnishings. 
She isn’t at all concerned with the 
niceties of style; she is concerned 
with putting over an experience, the 
experience of breaking ground in a 
new country, of pioneering, of fend- 
ing for one’s self. 

If you want an antidote to the 
softness and spinelessness that seem 
to be seeping into the present Am- 
erican way of life, the wanting 
something for nothing, that malady 
known as “the gimmes,” read Sue 
Sanders’ book and see how the su- 
preme humiliation for her was to 
take something she hadn’t earned 
even when she was down and out. 
Those of us who have pioneer blood 
in our veins will especially relish 
this book. 

On the same order is the book by 
Bronson Gass “Family Crisis.” This 
is an account of life in the depres- 
sion of 1893. Old stuff, you may say, 
since the problems of that depres- 
sion are in no way comparable to 
those of the recent depression. Note 
how optimistically we say, recent. 
Problems change, it is true, but hu- 
man nature shouldn’t. In “Family 
Crisis,” the Gass family, father, 
mother and three sons are left high 
and dry in the depression. In order 
to make a fresh start, they borrow 
money and buy a laundry, in Day- 
ton, Ohio, Why they choose this 
business when they hadn’t the re- 
motest notion of the workings of a 
laundry, the reader never finds out. 
But how they master the business 
of washing and ironing makes good 
reading. 

Here are three boys who worked 
sixteen hours a day and somehow, 
they were none the worse for it. In- 
deed Bronson Gass who writes the 
book was one of the boys. Later 
when business picked up, he was 
able to go to college and prepare 
himself to become a_ teacher of 
English. To be sure, there were no 
distractions in those days. Boys did 
not have to go to the movies twice 
a week or to have their own car. 
The world didn’t owe them a liv- 
ing, since hardihood and independ- 
ence of character were still consid- 
ered necessary to the average per- 
son. “Family Crisis” brings up the 
kind of problem that doesn’t require 
the national government or the 
state legislature to solve it as much 
as it requires individual thought on 
the part of us all who are Ameri- 
can citizens. 

The most perfect escape book of 
the season to our way of thinking 
is H. L. Mencken’s “Happy Days.” 
It isn’t the squawky Mencken of 
the twenties who is writing, it is a 
mellow Mencken who remembers 
with a kind of Katzenjammer ten- 
derness as someone puts it the 
eighties if his childhood in Balti- 
more, Maryland. It is the account 
of a happy, unshadowed childhood 
full of a small boy’s pranks, of his 
interest in food, of his rebellions, 
defeats and triumphs. But giving 
the book its chief value is the reflec- 
tion of that tranquil, vanished era 
in the world of today. 

Californians find their best “es- 
cape” reading in their own early 
history. The University of Califor- 
nia Press has just published “A 
Scotch Paisano” by Susanna Dakin, 
the true story of the Scotsman Hugo 
Reid who came to California in 
1832. In her preface, Miss Dakin 
says that Helen Hunt Jackson used 
the Reid family as protypes for 
leading characters in her novel “Ra- 
mona” but to Miss Dakin’s way of 
thinking, the original characters are 
far more interesting than the fic- 
tional. 

By means of letters that Rein 
wrote to his friend Abel Stearns and 
information drawn from contempor- 
ary accounts Miss Dakin recon- 
structs that life so full of color, mu- 
sic and leisure which was the Gold- 
en Age of California history. 

Do you enjoy light verse? If you 
do, invest in a copy of Arthur Gui- 
terman’s “Lyric Laughter.” Guiter- 
man is:a master of melody and of 
humor, a rare combination. He
